Applicant's arguments filed August 15, 2006 were persuasive to overcome the prior art 
rejections of record. Applicant's argument stating, "the Examiner's assertions are simply not 
supported by the actual teachings of the applied references, as explained below" and supported 
by paragraph 2 on page 6 ("Using the interpretations asserted by the Examiner, it is quite clear 
that the switching device 105 provides absolutely no arrangement for selective connection. . ." 
and paragraph 1 of page 7 ("The idea of providing a switch for switching a connection of a two- 
wire CAN communication line between one of two different elements does not make any 
sense. . ."). Insofar as applicant's arguments are persuasive to overcome the prior art of record, 
all claims (1-10) pending in the instant application are considered allowable over the prior art of 
record.
